This warm hearted 
humane gentleman and scholar 
has been , in large part, the 
victim of an anachronistic 
governing structure. Ostensibly 
delegated responsibility for for 
the welfare of our college, he 
was soon disabused of the idea 
he could resolve a crisis only in 
the best interests of Sacramento 
State (i.e. the War Crimes Trial 
last Spring). Rather a Board of 
Trustees, composed almost 
entirely of white business 
oriented conservatives, through 
its agent, the Chancellor, 
“informally” intervened to force 
a solution favorable to the 
ideological philosophy of the 
Trustees. A_ similar situation 
recurred in the so-called 
“Shockley Affair.”
